Xhat they had only hatred for those 
who were bold enough to reprove

"They who will endure no criticism 
have slammed the door in the face 
of truth. When we get to the place 
where we cannot endure having our 
faults pointed out, we are on the 
way to moral collapse" (Douglass). 
The sin which had thus hardened 
their hearts showed itself in social 
inequality and injustice which was 
built upon greed, oppression, cor- 
ruption in the courts, etc. The shock-, 
ingoicture which Amos paints bears 
a surprising similarity to conditions 
in our world today. Let us face the 
problem and seek its solution. 

III. The Cure— Seek Good Not Evil 
(vv. 14, 15). 

God's Word condemns sin, but it 
always presents a remedy. In Christ 
we have the perfect, final, and com- 
plete answer to the sin question. 
Amos, speaking centuries before 
Christ, admonished Israel to repent 
and to turn away from the. evil 
which they hod cultivated with such 
assiduity and to be equally zealous 
about doing good, in the hope that 
"it may be that the Lord God of 
hosts will be gracious" (v. 15). How 
favored we are to be permitted not 
only to urge people to turn from 
evil to good, but to oiler them the 
One who is the way, the truth, and 
the life. 

Israel did not repent, but in folly 
depended on their religious ceremo- 
nies to satisfy an offended God. The 
prophet therefore declares that 

IV. Religion Is Not a Substitute 
for Justice (vv. 21-24). 

God hod no pleasure in their re- 
ligious observances and rites, be- 
cause they were presented with un- 
repentant hearts and by hands which 
were soiled by the oppression of 
their fellow man. 

Mark it well, God has no delight 
in the attendance upon church serv- 
ices, beautiful though they moy be, 
does not listen to the sweet strains 
of sacred music, nor does He accept 
the rich "offerings" of those who 
live in unforsakeh sin und who pay 
for magnificent church buildings ond 
beautiful church services with mon- 
ey gotten by crooked dealings and 
social injustice. God is righto - 
and God's Word olwoys cuts r 
through the hypocrisy of men. 
us heed the plea of Amos, that right- 
eousness should run througji our per- 
sonal ond national life "n£a mighty

Department of Labor statistics re- 
veal that practically every factor is 
now favorable to the home builder. 
Lumber, for example, is now selling 
for less than the 21-year average 
price. Dimension and boards which 
cost $100 in 1926 can now be pur- 
chased for $93. Not only is lumber 
lower in price but the same thing is 
true of all building materials. Index 
figure average for 21 years for all ma- 
terials used in home construction is 
95.60. Today the index is 90.30. 

Labor costs arc only 12% higher 
than 1926 and 7% higher than 1929 
according to the same source of in- 
formation. However, this lias been 
more than offset by the fact that mod- ; 
crn materials now come to the job' 
ready to use and also come to the job 
are. now many labor saving devices 
which make it possible to build houses 
with fewer man hours of labor. 

Financing costs have been reduced 
nearly 85% and building money is 
plentiful. FHA loans arc readily 
available and the FHA monthly pay- 
ment mortgage actually saves the 
borrower $2588.80 on a $5000 20-ycar 
mortgage as compared with the old 
first and second mortgage loan. It 
is now possible to pay for a new home 
with rem checks. Monthly payments 
running from $25 to $30 will pay oft 
the mortgage on many attractive 
small homes, as well as take care of 
interest, insurance and taxes. 

Such widespread activity in the 
home building field has always resulted 
in advancing prices in the past and no
